are wanting: “hd whatever capital it may have previously accumn- 
lated, was in all probability expended and distributed for benevolent 
purpeses during the disastrous period alluded to. 

But, founded on a principle which “ never faileth,’’ the Saint An- 
drew’s Society of the State of New-York, arose in al its original vi- 
sour, at the restoration of Peace. In 1784, its former Constitution | 
was revised and amended, and from that period until the present day, 
t has continued to sustain its original character with the same spirit 
as at its first institution 

It is at present composed of about one hundred and thirty Resi- 
deat Members, besides those who are considered as Honorary. 

The Constitution of 1784 underwent some alterations in 1787 ; 
and being found still imperfect, a Committee was appointed in 1794, 

to examine into its defects, and to report such amendments as were 
thought to be neg ossary. 

The Committee*® prepared and reported the twenty-three articles 
composing the present Constitution of the Society, which were unani- 
mously approved. By the last article of this Constitution jt cannot 
be altered but at the meeting preparatory to the anniversary assem- 
ply, and when the President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, and at 
leact fifty of the resident members, are preset. 

By another of the regulations adopted, (article 16th,) an equally 
yumerous meeting of the members is required for the disposal of any 
part of the Society's invested funds, These, by the excellent ma- 
nagemeut of its oifieers, (seconded by the precautionary art icles of the 
Constitution just mentioned.) have continued gradually to accumu- 
late, until the Society now possesses a permanent capital of ten 
thousand dollars. A part of this sum originated from investments of 
money in the public stocks at favourable periow's,t which were after- 
ward disposed of at an advanced price. It was contemplated at one 
lime to erect a building for the accommodation of the members, to be 
ealled Saint indr'w's Hall. A sum of mouey was collected for the 
purpose; an eligible site was chosen, and the ground purchased.— 

Sut it was afterward deemed advisable to relinquish this undertg- 
king + and the sums subscribed being returned to the contributors,

this capital has gradually arisen from interest received on the above 
investments, from the fees of admission, and yearly dues of the mem- | 
bers, while at the same time, the Society has been enabled to dis- 
burse annually for charitable purposes, about one thousand dollars. 
his acount is distributed by the Managers among the objects en- 
iitled to the Society's bounty,in small sums to each, and chieiy du- 
ring the most inclement season of the year. 

Such is the brief account of the Saint Andrew's Society, of the 
state of New-York, to be found on its records: and it is believed if 
its members would communicate the situation and character of the 
society to all those who are entitled to join them by birth or descent, 
anew stimulus would be given to an [nstitution, entirely, althongh 
-ilently, devoted to purposes of benevolence.
